as against 114,459,300 pounds, valued 
at $3,085,693 during August last year. 
The increased quantity, states the de- 
partment of marine and fisheries, is 
due altogether to larger catches of cod 
and herring on the_Atlantic coast and 
pilchards on the Pacific coast. On 
the Atlantic coast there were 45,468,- 
700 pounds of cod, haddock, hake and 
pollock taken during the month of 
August. This is an increase of 12,- 
416,300 pounds over August of last 
year, when 933,152,400 pounds were 
taken.

Claims advanced by the Canadian 
official, for this new wheat are that 
itis a much heavier ylelder than the 
Marquis, under any condition prodte- | 
ing almost iwice the crop, and that it 
ripens from a week to ten days earlier 
than the Marquis, which enables it to 


escape the possibilities of rust and 
early frosts, 
The wheat has been distributed 


throughout Canada for further tests. 
If it continues to justify its early 
promise. the rust problem will be 
reduced to a minimum.

Not long ago the London Morning 
Post published an issue on paper made 
{from straw, and the unqualified sue- 
cess seems to have definitely lifted 
the question from theory to practice 
The trouble experienced in the past, 
as stated, has been with the brittle- 
ness of the paper, but ten years’ ex- 
periments have overcome this dim- 
culty. This De Vaine process, as it 
{s known, has been perfected in 
French factories, and, according to 
the same paper, the work is to be con- 
tinued on a large scale in Canada. 

For somo considerable time expert- 
ments have been In progress in Can- 
ada looking to the utilization of west- 
tern straw plies in the manufacture 
of paper. Under the eponsorship of 
the Canadian Pacific Rallway a meth- 
od for the utilization of flax straw in 
the manufasture of pulp for conversion 
jinto high grade papers was perfected. 
More recently. tests have been made 
with wheat, oat and other straws un- 
der the Bache-Wlig process at Ed+ 
monton, Alberta, under government 
auspices, with such success that efforts 
are being made by the provincial au- 
thorities to interest capitaiists in the 
commercial manufacture of this pro- 
duct in Alberta, 

It would seem inevitable that sooner 
or later straw will become a raw ma- 
terial in the manufacture of paper, 
This will mean a gigantic industry for 
Canada and the definite remayal of 
any danger of a loss of supremacy in 
the newsprint industry through dwin- 
alling forest supplies. Such an indus- 
try will, in addition, mean the utlliza- 
tion of an enormous by-product of 
farming which is now wasted, for it is 
estimated that 7,000,000 tons of straw 
are burned annually in the Dominion, 
and this ts increasing yearly. In 
Eastern Canada there is a use for 
straw in ‘connection wiih. the lvestock 
industry, but in the west the burning . 
of straw piles after threshing is a sad 
feature of aa unbalanced industry. The 
advent of straw paper making will 
bring additional revenue, more em- 
ployment, preserve a great industry 
for the world, and retain an export 
trade for Canada of prime fmportance.

Gas Masks For area 


Protector Against This Means of War- 
fare Has Been Devised 

Although the use of poison gas in 
warfare may be outlawed, the United 
States army wili.be prepared to pro- 
tect its carrier pigeons, horses, mules, 
dogs and. other animals from the 
fumes should occasion arise, for 
special masks have been devised to 
shield beasts and birds in the serv- 
ice. Tho protector for horses and 
mules consists of a choese-cloth bag 
which covers the nostrils and upper 
jaw only, for they breathe only 
through the nose so that it is not 
necessary to cover the mouth. ‘Their 
eyes néed no protection against tear 
gas for they have no tear ducts. The 
‘dog mask ts efmilar, but covers both 
upper and lower jaws. The pigeons 
will wear no protectors while fp flight, 
but will be guarded from gas by a 
special shield entirely covering their 
transport cages.—Popular Mechantos.

Astronomical Unions 


Canada Is Represented At Meeting 
: Recently Held In England 

Canada’s position in the realms of 

astronomical research Is indicated by 
the leading part taken by the Cana- 
dian delegates at the second triennial 
meeting of the International Astrono- 
mical Union held at Cambridge, Eng- 
land, from the 14th to the 22nd of 
July, 1925. ‘The union, which was 
formed in 1919, is now composed. of 
twentytwo countries; Canada has been 
a-member since 1920. General meet- 
ings of delegates are held every third 
| year for consultation and the arrange- 
jment of international co-operation in 
astronomy. In the intervals .between 
meetings international co-operation is 
| looked after by twenty-eight standing 
committees covering the various flelds 
of astronomical research. Canada is 
represented at present on nine of these 
committees and, considering the Do- 
| minion’s population, this is perhaps 
the largest Sree enjoyed by 
any country. 

Canada’s fi iieeestohn in the union 
‘is on behalf of the government, 
through the department of the interior. 
The department has also caused to be 
organized a Canadian national commit- 
tee Of fifteen members to carry on the 
business of the union as it affects 
Canada. -
